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The Limits of Professicnal Altruism.

now been recognized. Into services rendered on behalf of the 
community no element of charity (using the word in its 
economic sense, not in the sense of personal kindness to the 
individual patient) should enter. When the profession had 
agreed upon a definite scale of remuneration it was not a 
legitimate form of professional altruism for a medical man to 
go to the community which was making the provision and offer 
to do it for less than the agreed price. This, of course, pre- 
sumed that proper steps had been taken to act in accordance 
with professional opinion and also with public opinion. Pro- 
fessiona]) and public opinion quickly made itself felt if figures 
were put forward by the negotiating body which were in- 
applicable in certain circumstances; for example, the com- 
mencing salary scale for whole-time officers, which had been 
very successful in England, had to be modified in Scotland on 
this account. But having reached agreement through properly 
expressed professional opinion, then it became an entirely ille- 
gitimate exercise of professional altruism for any individual to 
take action which was contrary to the arrangement reached by 
those competent to negotiate on both sides and endorsed by the 
general body of opinion. Quite innocent excuses were sometimes 
put forward for action of this kind, such as that the candidate 
for the post had a private income, and therefore could afford 
to take it at a reduced salary, or that he had just retired from 
one of the services and had his pension to fall back upon. 
Excuses like that showed a complete misunderstanding of the 
position which the profession was trying to maintain; such 
people were arguing that because they were rather more 
fortunately placed than others they should be allowed to 
exercise altruism towards the community by departing from the 
recognized criterion laid down, after due consultation, by the 
organization entitled to speak for their profession and regarded 
generally as just. 
Insurance and Contributory Schemes. 

After a digression to point out the position of district medical 
officers under the new legislation, and the need for a watching 
attitude lest domiciliary work be assigned to whole-time 
officers, Dr. Brackenbury went on to speak of insurance 
methods, compulsory or voluntary, as in no sense coming under 
the head of charity. Any insurance service ought to provide 
for premiums which covered the cost of the benefits to be 
received. Organizers of insurance schemes had no right to 
make their schemes solvent by exploiting the altruism of the 
medical profession, although, of course, here, as in all other 
spheres of practice, there was opportunity for the exercise 


_ of altruism by the individual doctor towards the individual 


patient. It had even been difficult to get it out of the heads 
of some people that there ought to be no element of charity 
in national health insurance, but that insurance service should 
be paid for at a proper rate agreed by ordinary negotiatory 
and arbitral methods. But there were contributory schemes 
which, although they ought to be, and in most cases professed 
to be, run on proper economic lines, constituted a very real 
problem. Any contributory scheme must be presumed to 
require a premium which justified the benefits given, and 
therefore, in so far as those benefits were afforded by members 
of the profession, charity did not enter into that service as such, 
and there was no reason why the doctor should be underpaid in 
relation to it. There were, however, some contributory schemes 
which were not quite solvent, some which even admitted that 
the proper premiums were not being taken for the benefits 
promised, and reliance was placed upon the charity of medical 
men and others to make up the deficiency. But the principle 
remained that an insurance scheme should adjust its benefits 
to its premiums. 

Nearly all contributory schemes at present in existence pro- 
fessed to be merely hospital schemes, and must be judged as 
such. The benefits offered to the members were benefits to be 
ol:-tained at the hospital and nowhere else. But there was 
another kind of contributory scheme, theoretically provided for 
in one or two existing schemes, making provision for medical 
advice and treatment to be given to its members, not neces- 
sarily at hospital, but by private practitioners at modified 
fees. Dr. Brackenbury thought that an endeavour ought 
to be made in connexion with contributory schemes generally 
to get a clause put in to allow of members obtaining 
their advice and treatment in a more private way than at the 
hospital. He thought also that a modified fee in such a case 
was legitimate, and not beyond the limits of professional 
altruism. Medical fees had always been based upon the 


ability of the patient to pay. To charge one fee to a patient 
of a higher economic status and another fee to a patient at g 
lower status was perfectly legitimate. Such a practice wag 
within the proper limits of professional altruism, and on the 
whole this was exercised to an extent and in a manner which 
made the total remuneration of the practitioner a reasonable 
and proper financial return for his work. 


Institutional Charity. 

Strictly speaking, there should be no such thing as insti. 
tutional charity, because everybody was provided for in the 
last resort by the Poor Law; but in fact that logical position 
had never been the real one, and it had always been recognized 
that there was a large population, even now after the passing 
of the Insurance Act, which could legitimately obtain medica] 
advice and treatment by charitable methods as an alternative 
to the Poor Law. No one said to an applicant, ‘‘ You are not 
an appropriate object for charity, because there is the Poor 
Law.’’ Those who went into an institution and were unable to 
pay any fees at all were entitled to go there, and it did not 
pass the proper limits of altruism for the whole of their medical 
treatment and advice to be given to them by the profession for 
nothing. The case of people who could afford to pay a little 
was more difficult. There was a school of thought in the pro- 
fession which argued that such people should be forced to 
become members of contributory schemes, or that if any 
cognizance was taken of them at all as objects of charity they 
ought to be regarded in the same way as the free or indigent 
patient. Another and larger school thought that there was 
properly a class of patient who might be called the “ aided 
patient,’”? who could pay a little towards the hospital benefit 
he received, and that in such a case it was quite right for the 
medical profession to regard him as wholly or in part an object 
of charity. It was also said, contrary to the Hospital Policy 
of the British Medical Association as at present laid down, 
that, recognizing that this class of person was a separate class, 
they ought to be treated as a matter of charity pure and simple; 
but the Hospital. Policy said that the contributions of such 
persons were made not only for food and shelter and nursing 
received in hospital, but for medical advice and treatment, and 
that therefore an agreed proportion or token amount called an 
honorarium ought to be set aside from such contributions and 
placed at the disposal of the medical staff. In such a case the 
charitable public had made provision to some extent; and a 
considerable proportion of members of hospital staffs took the 
view with regard to patients who could pay only a little that 
the profession’s services should be given freely on their behalf. 
The organized body of the profession, however, felt that such 
payments, small as they were, ought to be regarded as in part 
an acknowledgement of the services of the medical staff as well 
as in part an acknowledgement of the provision of the charitable 
public. 

With regard to other people for whom there was a contract, 
who were paid for by public authorities or through insurance 
schemes, there should be no question of collective professional 
altruism at all. Full payment should be made to the hospital for 
what it provided, and to the medical staff for what they did. 
There was no need to exercise charity towards public bodies 
which were undertaking a declared duty, nor towards insurance 
or contributory schemes which ought to be run on a properly 
established paying basis. 

In all these things it was the medical profession as a profes- 
sion which had the matter in its own hands. If it took its 
stand all these things could be placed on a reasonable basis 
involving no injustice to itself or to others. This involved 
loyalty—whether or no the individual member of the profession 
agreed with this detail or that—to the propositions and agree- 
ments made on behalf of the profession as a whole. Dr. 
Brackenbury added that no proposition could be put forward in - 
the British Medical Association, however self-evident it might 
seem, without having to undergo the very closest criticism 
in both the central and the local organization. Every such 
proposition was minutely scrutinized and received the most 


‘ mature consideration on the part of those who had to make the 


final decision. He was sure, therefore, that members would 
agree that a decision so reached demanded loyalty from them 
ali, even though some of them might not agree with it. 

At the close of the address a few specific cases were 
mentioned, and questions asked, to which Dr. Brackenbury 
replied, and on the motion of the chairman, Dr. Viyey, a hearty 
vote of thanks was accorded him.

Mr. G. F, Haycrart demonstrated a case of sarcoma of the 
obit, in which the possibility that trauma was a cause had to 
be considered. The patient was a child who developed an orbital 
swelling six weeks after receiving a definite injury to the eye. On 
aploration a tumour was found which appeared to be associated 
with the lacrymal gland. The tumour had not invaded neigh- 
bouring structures, but the periosteum appeared to be infiltrated 
toa slight extent over a small area. Six wecks after the opera- 
tin there were again evidences of an intraorbital swelling. The 
mbit was explored a second time and cleared out. Six weeks 
alter the second operation a small swelling developed above the 

end of the supraorbital margin. Microscopic examination of 


the tumours removed at both operations showed the characteristics 
of a mixed-celled sarcoma, Mr. Haycraft discussed the possibilities 
of trauma being an etiological factor in the case, and emphasized 
the points that the injury to the eye was of a definite chicathen 
and that the march of events showed a recurrence of the period 
of six weeks, a circumstance which, to his mind, was highly 
suggestive. 

Dr. F. G. Layton read an interesting paper on the contacts 
between the public medical services and the private general 
practitioner, and showed how, in his opinion, the relationship 
of public to private practice might be improved and the general 
efficiency raised to a higher teval.
